1. TWENTY-SEVEN CUBANS ARRIVED MARCH 18 IN CARACAS, ALTER 
THE GOV APPLIED ITS "GOOD OFPICES" ON THEIR BEHALP. MANY 
OP THE GROUP HAVE PAMILY TIES TO CUBANS ALREADY LIVING 

IN VENEZUELA AND INTEND TO REMAIN HERE. A FEW PLAN TO GO 
TO THE US,WHILE SEVERAL EXPRESSED THE DESIRE TO SOON 
RETURN TO CUBA. FIVE OP THE GROUP WERE BETWEEN 16 AND 
27 YEARS OLD. THE REST RANGED BETWEEN 60 AND 81 YEARS. 

NEITHER OP THE TWO CUBANS WHO PREVIOUSLY SOUGHT ASYLUM 
IN VENEZUELA'S EMBASSY IN HAVANA WERE AMONG THOSE ARRIVING 
MARCH 18. 

2. COMMENT: THE GOC REPORTEDLY INITIATED DISCUSSIONS, 

WHICH HAVE BEEN GOING ON FOR SOME TIME(PERHAPS AS LONG AS 
POUR YEARS), WHICH WOULD PACILITATE EMIGRATION OP A NUMBER 
OP CUBAN CITIZENS TO VENEZUELA. ANOTHER GROUP OP ABOUT 
THIRTY-THREE CUBANS IS EXPECTED TO TRAVEL TO CARACAS SHORTLY. 

THIS ACTION ON THE PART OP THE GOC SERVES AS A PERSONAL 
GESTURE TO PRESIDENT CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ AND WILL NO DOUBT 
EASE TO SOME EXTENT THE RECENTLY STRAINED RELATIONS BETWEEN 
PEREZ AND THE CUBAN EXILE COMMUNITY RESIDENT IN VENEZUELA. 
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THE GOC, HOWEVER, REMAINS ADAMANT ABOUT REPUSING SAFE 
CONDUCT PASSAGE TO TWO CUBANS PRESENTLY LIVING IN THE 
VENEZUELAN EMBASSY IN HAVANA AND WHO ARE CONSIDERED COMMON 
CRIMINALS. IN TURN, THE GOV HAS APPARENTLY NOT PUSHED 
THE CASE OF THE TWO CUBANS VERY HARD. END COMMENT.
